They took tins for a 
ball was iu the oppositosidoof the body 
urnl probed for it, laying the bone of my 
hip bare. 
They found the bone broken

QUAETZ MILL AND SMELTER. 


Below the "Annex " Professor Jack- 


son, with student labor, has completed 
a building 30 by 50 feet, to be used for 
a quartz mill and smelter, at a cost of 
$160. It is a frame, covered with cor- 
rugated iron, which had been through 
the fire. There is a four-stamp battery, 
amalgamating pans, smelter, engine, 
boiler, etc., aud when completed will 
be a model little mill. Professor Jack- 
son is an experienced metallurgist and 
the students are taught the practical 
reduction of ores by the various 
methods. Some of the graduates from 
this department have charge of reduc- 
tion works in Mexico, South Africa and 
British Columbia. When work is re- 
sumed in the mines of Nevada, as it 
will be sooner or later, there will be de- 
mand for the young metallurgists who 
are now receiving instructions in this 
department.

Sohadler, architect, who, by the way, 
attended the University some years ago 
and giaduatcd from au eugiuefiring 
school in Sau Frauci&^o. Tho center of 
tho building is 44 by 70 feet, with wings 
2D by 69 feet each, and two stories high 
with basement and attic. The center is 
surmounted by a ventilating tower 65 
feet high. There is a gianite aixhway 
at the fion*; entrance, and au aicade 
TO feet long and 12 feet wide. It has a 
gianite water table,belt course, quoin?, 
copings and window pills. Tho arcade 
has brick piers and arches with granite 
trimmings. The stoue was prepared by 
J. M. McCormaek,and is what is called 
rock-faeed work. 
There are eight 


granite steps 12 feet wide from the 
ground to the arcade. To the left of 
the front entrance theie is a handsome 
reading room. 
There are 
als>o the 


master's rooms ou this floor aud twelve 
rooms for students. There are alto- 
gether 51 rooms for students each be- 
ing about 12 by 16 feet and 10 feet high. 
The rooms are furnished with marble 
washslands, two closets, with a drawer
